NATIONAL FARMERS UNION’s new

Language Resources Explored 


LANGUAGE RESOURCES PROJECT 
is the title of a two-year study commis- 
sioned by the U. S. Office of Education 
to determine the non-English language 
resources of American ethnic groups. 
Conducted under the auspices of the 
University of Pennsylvania by Dr. 
Joshua A. Fishman, formerly Associate 
Professor of Human Relations and 
Psychology, the study grows out of a 
concern by American educators and 
government leaders that too few Amer- 
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icans possess sufficient knowledge of 
languages other than English, and that 
this knowledge can strengthen our cul- 
tural, commercial and diplomatic ties 
with the rest of the world. 

Seeking to determine what national- 
ity groups in the U. S. are doing .to 
preserve their traditional languages, the 
study will cover families, group leaders, 
foreign language press and radio, and 
foreign language teachers in American 
high schools and colleges. Dr. Fishman 
invites the cooperation of interested in- 
dividuals and organizations. 


Study of U.S. in Developing Areas 


BROOKINGS INSTITUTION’s new 
monograph, Political Development and 
United States Foreign Policy by Pro- 
fessor Guy J. Pauker of the University 
of California (Berkeley), “arises out of 
a concern that insufficient attention has 
been given to how the United States 
Government might take more direct 
and vigorous action to help the less 
advanced countries develop their polit- 
ical concepts, skills, institutions, and 
processes and will consider how 
private as well as public channels might 
be useful in this effort.” 

The study, scheduled for completion 
by the end of 1960, is part of a new 
Brookings program of foreign policy 
studies, under the direction of Dr. H. 
Field Haviland, Jr., to “give increased 
attention to United States policy con- 
cerning the underdeveloped countries, 
with special emphasis on the interac- 
tion of political, economic, and social 
factors.” 


World Orientation Fellowships 


COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY announces 
that its International Fellows Program 
is a “new concept of graduate study” 
designed to give specialists in many 
areas a thorough knowledge of world 
affairs. This year, fifty fellows, selected 
for scholastic achievement and promise 
of leadership and interest in world af- 
fairs, will continue their regular grad- 


uate studies while taking a special full- 
year course in the “Role of the United 
States in World Affairs.” They will also 
meet at colloquium dinners with world 
leaders in many fields. Grants of up to 
$2,500 are awarded according to need.

Voluntary Work Around the World 
COMMITTEE OF CORRESPOND. 


ENCE, a women’s group maintaining 
communications with some 3,400 women 
in 92 countries to promote mutual un- 
derstanding and exchange ideas, is dis- 
tributing a new pamphlet entitled 
Women are People. Key thoughts ex- 
pressed in essays on women’s voluntary 
work submitted by correspondents from 
every part of the globe give a compre- 
hensive view of the work of voluntary 
groups in solving such varied problems 
as wiping out illiteracy in Tanganyika, 
fighting a diptheria epidemic in Burma, 
and recruiting energetic new volunteer 
workers.

Foreign Diplomats Study in U.S. 


CARNEGIE ENDOWMENT FOR IN- 
TERNATIONAL PEACE sponsors an 
experimental training program for 
young diplomats from non-Western 
countries. The award of 21 Fellowships 
in Diplomacy to foreign service officers 
from 14 countries in Asia, Africa and 
the Caribbean will help recently inde- 
pendent governments strengthen their 
diplomatic corps and supplement their 
foreign service training. 

Financed by a grant from the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, the project will pro- 
vide for advanced study at either the 
Columbia University School of Interna- 
tional Affairs, the Graduate Institute 
of International Studies in Geneva, 
Switzerland, or the Harvard University 
Center for International Affairs. CEIP 
also hopes to arrange two series of semi- 
nars for foreign service officers of newly 
independent countries serving in mis- 
sions to the UN or in embassies in 
Washington. 


Discussing Communist Challenge 


PROJECT AWAKE is the first program 
planned by Greater America, a na- 
tional nonprofit, nonpartisan organiza- 


tion incorporated in 1960 to “stimulate 
a wider understanding of current Amer- 
ican problems through the use of a new 
form of popular reading and group 
discussion.” In attempting to stimulate 
discussion of the Soviet challenge and 
to evaluate America’s response, Project 
Awake incorporates the following sug- 
gestions and _ techniques: 


1) Reading of How Wide We Stray 
by Harold Mansfield, in which the Sov- 
iet people’s viewpoints are presented 
from actual conversations with the 
author during his U.S.S.R. visit. (Pap- 
erback, 50 cents.) 


2) Project Awake Kit, containing 
“How to Do It” suggestions for discus- 
sion groups. ($1, includes one copy of 
Mansfield book.) 


3) Idea Ballot on which individuals 
answer the question: “What must we 
do to meet the Soviet challenge?” 
These will be compiled and published.

Rural Aid for Latin America 


AMERICAN INTERNATIONAL AS- 
SOCIATION FOR ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT announces 
a new program to improve rural con- 
ditions throughout Latin America. 

The Association, organized in 1946 
by the Rockefeller brothers to promote 
“self-development and better standards 
of living . . . throughout the world,” is 
financed by the Rockefeller Brothers 
Fund, Inc., a philanthropic foundation. 

Patterned after the Association’s Ve- 
nezuelan rural rehabilitation program, 
in progress since 1946, the new program 
will provide personnel training and 
technical advice. Leaders will be trained 
for rural youth programs similar to U.S. 
4-H Clubs and a mass communications 
program, established two years ago, will 
be expanded on a regional basis to in- 
struct educators in methods of dissemi- 
nating knowledge of better agricultural, 
home and health practices. Centers will 
be established in Uruguay and Brazil. 

The Inter-American Institute of Ag- 
ricultural Sciences of the Organization 
of American States and Venezuelan 
Government agencies will assist the As- 
sociation in the development of the 
program, which is now planned to cover 
a five-year period.

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PAMPHLETS 


Pamphlet of the Month 


The presence of Khrushchev, Nasser, Castro, Nehru and other 
leading political figures has dramatized the importance of the 
Fifteenth General Assembly for the future of the United Na- 
tions. To the wide range of substantive issues confronting the 
delegates have been added related operational questions. The 
general reader or professional student of international organi- 
zation will find a cogent summary of long-term and new matters 
awaiting Assembly debate in the pamphlet reviewed below. 


ISSUES BEFORE THE FIFTEENTH GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 
“International Conciliation,” September 1960. Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace. 173 pp. 50 cents. The Carnegie 
Endowment staff, aided by several graduate students of inter- 
national affairs, has prepared a readable survey of the complex 
issues on the Fifteenth General Assembly agenda. Each of the 
seven chapters considers the work of existing UN agencies, 
councils or commissions. The study notes that increased UN 
membership provides the context in which political and 
economic matters will be treated in the Assembly. Two signifi- 
cant trends resulting from the admission of sixteen new mem- 
bers are already apparent. 

The Security Council, as demonstrated. in the Congo crisis, 
has reasserted its “primary responsibility for the maintenance 
of international peace and security.” The Congo crisis has 
placed a heavy financial burden on the UN and has cast many 
new administrative and political duties upon the Secretary- 
General. The study points out that the expanded size and 
voting strength of the “Afro-Asian bloc” may result in speedier 
solutions to the problem of Chinese representation and the 
Algerian dispute.

General Assembly and Security Council 


Questions relating to the Middle East appear an- 
nually before the General Assembly and Security 
Council in the form of discussions of violations of 
the Arab-Israeli truce, funds for aid to Arab refugees 
from Palestine and the United Nations Emergency 
Force, and occasional special issues as they arise. ‘The 
following section contains background and documen- 
tation on the major problems and the special UN 
organs established to deal with them. 


The Arab-Israeli Question 


In 1947, the General Assembly adopted the plan 
prepared by a majority of members of its Special 
Committee on Palestine, calling for the partition of 
Palestine, then a British mandate, into an Arab state, 
a Jewish state, and an international regime for Jeru- 
salem, the three to be linked in an economic union. 
The plan was accepted by the Jewish Agency but 
rejected by the Arab Higher Committee, which ad- 
vocated the establishment of an Arab state that would

from unofficial sources. These include voluntary or- 
ganizations expressing a wide variety of points of 
view, business organizations active in the area, com- 
mercial and educational publishers. 

This Focus is planned to serve a double purpose. 
First it should be useful in itself, as a picture of the 
many interests—national and international, economic 
and cultural—which come together in the Middle East, 
and thus stimulate an interest in further study. Sec- 
ond, it should direct those with a new or continuing 
interest in the Middle East to the sources of informa- 
tion they need, increase their awareness of the great 
variety of those sources, and possibly suggest new 
viewpoints and practical factors which must be in- 
cluded in any serious consideration of the problems 
or the promise of the Middle East. 


protect the rights of the Jewish minority. Despite 
UN effort, the recommendation was not implemented, 
and on May 14, 1948, when the Palestine mandate 
of the United Kingdom expired, a new state was 
proclaimed under the name of Israel. For some weeks 
prior to the partition, there had been some disorders 
in Palestine. On the day following the establishment 
of Israel, the Arab states instituted armed action in 
the area. 


After various attempts by the Security Council 
and the General Assembly to arrange a truce, Ralph 
J. Bunche, Acting Mediator, in 1948 negotiated sep- 
arate armistice agreements between Israel and Egypt, 
Lebanon, Jordan and Syria, respectively. Each treaty 
provided for the establishment of a commission com- 
posed of representatives from each side. These mixed 
armistice commissions are responsible for the imple- 
mentation of the agreements. 


United Nations Truce Supervision Organization in 
Palestine, established in 1949, assists the Security 
Council in its consideration of complaints relating 
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to the violation of the Arab-Israeli armistice agree- 
ments. It is composed of international observers and 
headed by a Chief of Staff, currently Major-General 
Carl C. von Horn of Sweden, who supervises, as 
Chairman of the four Mixed Armistice Commissions, 
the implementation of the armistice agreements and 
reports, as the need arises, to the Security Council. 


United Nations Conciliation Commission for Pales- 
tine (UNCCP) was set up by the General Assembly 
in 1948 to take steps to assist the parties concerned 
to achieve a final settlement of all questions. After 
three years of consultations, its members, France, 
‘Turkey and the U.S., expressed their belief that 
neither side was ready to seek the achievement of 
stability in Palestine through the full implementa- 
tion of the Assembly's resolution under which the 
Commission was operating. However, the Assembly 
instructed them to continue to make their assistance 
available to help the parties involved reach agree- 
ment. The Commission has since concentrated on 
concrete problems, such as Arab refugee bank ac- 
counts in Israel and the identification and valuation 
of Arab refugee property holdings in Israel.

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VOLUNTARY ORGANIZATIONS 


[here are some people who believe that the Middle 
East is an area about which it is impossible to hold 
middle of the road views, that every organization 
active in the area is bound to be partial to one point 
of view or another. Some of the organizations listed 
here seek to look at all or part of the Middle East 
from a scholar’s point of view, with no bias in favor 
of anything but the truth. Others speak for one or 
more governments or are plainly organized to serve 
a particular cause. For some the Middle East is their 


main reason for being. For others it is one element in 
a much larger public affairs program. The purposes 
of the organizations listed below are set forth so far as 
possible in words of the literature published by each. 


We cannot claim that the list includes every Ameri- 
can voluntary organization concerned with activity 
in, or education about, the Middle East, but we are 
confident that it is fairly representative and the most 
complete such listing currently available. 


American-Middle Eastern Organizations 


American-lsrael Cultural Foundation 


The Foundation is devoted to “the support of the 
cultural institutions of Israel and to fostering a 
two-way program of cultural exchange between the 
U.S. and Israel.” It awards scholarships in the creative 
arts to Israeli students for study in Israel and abroad 
and, through its Middle East Fellowships, brings ex- 
change students from Afro-Asian countries to Israel 
for graduate study. The Habima Theatre, the Inbal 
Dance Theatre and, this year, the Israel Philharmonic 
Orchestra have appeared in the U.S. under Founda- 
tion auspices. 

An Israeli crafts exhibit, “Forms from Israel,’ is 
currently being shown throughout the U.S., cospon- 
sored by the Foundation and the American Federation 
of Arts. The Foundation also occasionally plans en- 
gagements for speakers on Israeli cultural subjects 
and helps colleges prepare Israeli cultural events. 


American Association for Middle East Studies 


“To promote scholarly study of the Middle East in 
American colleges and universities,” the Association 
develops factual studies of the Middle East in the 
humanities and social sciences, prepares teaching aids 
and resources, and facilitates the exchange of informa- 
tion among scholars and students. It sponsors special 
conferences as well as institutes to train faculty to 
teach introductory courses on the area. Under its 
Visiting Scholar Program, designed to foster an in- 
creased interest in Middle East studies among col- 
leges where curricular opportunities are restricted, 
distinguished Middle East scholars visit campuses for 
a two-to-four day program of lectures, seminars and 
informal meetings. Direct inquiries regarding scholars’ 
schedules, topics and fees to the Association. 


AAMES Newsletter. Issued several times a year. 
Free to faculty members. Contains news about the As- 


sociation’s activities, new courses, conferences and 
institutes and scholarly publications in the field of 
Middle East studies.

American Christian Palestine Committee 


Organized originally as a membership organization 
to support a Jewish homeland in Palestine, ACPC, 
since Israel’s establishment, “has taken up the task 
of interpreting developments in that new democ- 
racy so that Christians may have a sympathetic un- 
derstanding of the creative forces at work” and “has 
concerned itself with the needs of the Arab peoples 
of the Near East.” 

ACPC conducts study tours to Israel and other 
Middle Eastern countries, holds seminars and regional 
conferences on the Middle East, and is helping in 
the reforestation of Israel by planting a Children’s 
Memorial Forest. It maintains a free lending library 
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of films and filmstrips on Israel and a Speakers Bu- 
reau which provides Christian lecturers on such 
subjects as the Middle East, Israel and refugee prob- 
lems to groups and educational institutions at mini- 
mal charge. ACPC also publishes printed material and 
distributes booklets from other sources.

In addition, the 
Society brings Technion faculty members and stu- 
dents to the U.S. to obtain experience in their fields 
and sends American professors and engineers to teach 
at Technion. 

Its Consulting Service for Israel Industry arranges 
for Israel companies to obtain manufacturing rights 
and “know-how” for products manufactured in the 
U.S., to receive the professional consultation services 
of U.S. industrial specialists, and for their executives 
to visit American plants on their trips to the U.S. 
Fees are paid to the school.

Hadassah also operates 
a Community, Health Center, a Child Guidance Cen- 
ter and vocational education centers, while its fellow- 
ship and exchange plan provides for young Israeli 
physicians and medical administrators to go to the 
U.S. and Europe for observation and study and for 
experts from those areas to teach their specialties in 
Israel. 

Hadassah is the official U.S. representative of the 
Youth Aliyah movement, which has helped resettle 
and rehabilitate Jewish children from 72 countries 
into the life and economy of Israel.

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The Institute will also complete a study on the prac- 
tical possibilities of “Economic Emancipation of the 
Underdeveloped Countries of the Mediterranean 
Area” and plans to issue a periodical on trends and 
events in the Mediterranean world. 


The Palestine Refugee Problem: A New Approach 
and a Plan for a Solution.

To improve the health and education of the Iranian 
people, the Foundation provides financial support 
and technical assistance to various Iranian institutions 
in the city of Shiraz—the Nemazee Hospital, the Nem- 
azee School of Nursing, the Khalili Eye Hospital and 
the Nemazee Vocational School. Its aim is “not only 
to meet immediate health and vocational problems 
but to help Iranians eventually to carry out these 
tasks alone. 

The Foundation places American vocational edu- 
cators, doctors and nurses in the institutions to teach, 
practice and demonstrate modern educational and 
medical techniques and acts as trustee for these insti- 
tutions, “practicing and demonstrating to the Iranian 
people modern techniques of institutional direction.” 
An Iranian counterpart to the Foundation exists to 
eventually assume the trusteeship authority. 


Challenge in Iran and The Iran Foundation, 1948- 
1955 are booklets setting forth the aims, activities and 
implications of the Foundation’s program. Single 
copies are available free. 


Jewish Agency 


The Agency is an “international organization repre- 
senting the world Zionist movement and world Jewry 
with regard to certain activities in behalf of Israel, 
especially in the areas of immigration and absorption 
of immigrants into Israel.”

Technical Assistance 


In addition to programs being conducted by organiza- 
tions whose primary interest is the Middle East, other 
groups provide technical assistance in this area. Some 
of these projects are described below. 


American Friends Service Committee is providing 
educational materials and the services of two techni- 
cians to assist the Jordan Government’s Department 
of Cooperative Development and the nongovernmen- 
tal Jordan Cooperative Central Union, the national 
federation of village cooperatives. One of the techni- 
cians will help to plan and organize a central train- 
ing institute for staff members of the Department 
and the Union. The other will conduct an intensive 
campaign in one district to improve procedures for 
the extension of short-term loans to farmers through 
Credit and Thrift Societies. 


CARE missions in Turkey, Israel, the United Arab 
Republic, Jordan and Iran distribute food packages, 
support school and institutional feeding programs 
using U.S. surplus agricultural commodities, and 
provide medical supplies and tool kits for vocational 
training and community development programs. In 
the Gaza strip, CARE has provided clothing and edu- 
cational materials and, recently, more than a quarter 
of a million dollars worth of pumps and electrical 
equipment to improve basic utilities services to the 
level where they can support small-scale industry.

In Iran, for ex- 
ample, the grant has been made to Franklin Publica- 
tions, Inc., an association of American publishers 
which has been assisting the Iranian Government in 
the physical improvement and production of text- 
books. The award will enable the association to aid 
in revising Iranian elementary and secondary school 
textbooks by training ten Iranian editors in the U. S. 
and sending an editorial consultant to Iran.

National Council of the Churches of Christ in the 
U.S.A., through the Near East Committee of its Divi- 
sion of Foreign Missions, conducts a literacy pro- 
gram, provides relief and rehabilitation services to 
Arab refugees and supports a Study Center on Islam 
which holds institutes in various parts of the Middle 
East “for the help of both missionaries and local 
church members in understanding and approaching 
their Muslim neighbors.” 

Church World Service provides food, shelter, cloth- 
ing, medical aid and education for Arab refugees and 
others and aids in the support of the Near East 
Christian Council Committee for Refugee Work. The 
Council, composed of the Protestant churches, sev- 
eral Orthodox churches of the Middle East and sev- 
eral mission groups, concentrates on vocational train- 
ing and small loans to help refugees earn a living. 


Ten Years of Service, by Christina H. Jones, de- 
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scribes refugee life and the work of the Council and 
other church groups to aid them. (Available from 
Church World Service.

\ complete listing of the educational and technical 
assistance activities of American industry in the Mid- 
dle East and of their information programs in the 
U.S. which touch upon the area would be far more 
extensive than this Focus allows. The specifics de- 
scribed in these columns are fairly representative of 
industrial programs in active cooperation with various 
voluntary welfare agencies, with the U.S. and local 
governments and with various UN programs. 

They are presented in this form to give some sense 
of the growing identification by American industry 
abroad of its own interests with the economic and 
social development of the countries in which it oper- 
ates; and to reflect its increasing awareness of the 
importance of an informed public opinion at home. 

They may also, we hope, suggest new ways in which 
industry and voluntary organizations may cooperate 
with one another to further their educational, eco 
nomic and human interests in the area. 


Arabian American Oil Company 


Aramco, operating in Saudi Arabia under a conces- 
sion agreement with the government, is owned by 
four American firms: Standard Oil Company of Calli- 
fornia, The Texas Company, Standard Oil Company 
(N.J.) and Socony Mobil Oil Company. 

Over 71% of Aramco’s employees in Saudi Arabia 
are nationals of the country. Living mainly in housing 
built by the company, they are also eligible, under 
Aramco’s Home Ownership Program, to receive inter- 
est-[ree loans to build their own homes. Aramco train- 
ing shops and centers provide instruction in manual 
skills, languages, sciences and other academic and 
practical studies to assist employee advancement. 
With Aramco’s encouragement, many employees 
trained in this way have later established their own 
businesses, supplying materials or services to Aramco. 
Employees are also awarded scholarships for college 
study in the U.S. and at the American University of

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on ancient agricultural systems recently discovered 
in the Negev desert. The project was undertaken in 
the belief that ancient irrigation and cultivation 
methods may have practical value for current desert 
reclamation programs.

Beirut, Lebanon, while non-employees are eligible to 
receive one of the 60 college scholarships given an- 
nually by Aramco to students chosen by the Govern- 
ment’s Ministry of Education. 

Aramco has transferred to the Ministry of Educa- 
tion ten elementary schools for sons of its Arab em- 
ployees, which it built and equipped, and for which 
it pays the operating costs and teachers’ salaries. The 
company also builds and operates hospitals and clin 
ics and offers preventive medicine programs and spc 
cialized medical training. 

An Aramco agricultural assistance program, aimed 
at helping farmers increase the quantity and quality 
of their produce, provides varieties of vegetable seeds 
to farms to determine adaptability to local conditions 
and offers fertilizers and chemicals for plant disease 
control.

Chase International Investment Corporation 


The first private investment company in Iran was 
established in 1959 under the sponsorship of the 
Chase International Investment Corporation and 
Lazard Fréres and Company of New York. Entitled 
the Industrial and Mining Development Bank of Iran 
(IMDBI), its primary tasks are to mobilize private 
savings and other domestic financial resources, to at- 
tract foreign capital and technical and managerial 
skill, and to channel them both to Iran’s industrial, 
transportation and mining development projects by 
granting medium and long-term loans. The Interna- 
tional Bank for Reconstruction and Development, the 
U.S. Development Loan Fund and the Iranian Gov- 
ernment also participated in the Bank’s planning and 
provided funds. 

According to Chase, Iran is developing “the in- 
frastructural requirements of economic growth” and 
is ‘speedily approaching the threshold of an economic 
‘take-off.’ It has abundant natural resources and 
a population which has demonstrated its capacity to 
adapt itself to modern technological changes, while 
education, public health, transportation, communica- 
tion and public utilities are constantly being 
expanded. “IMDBI’s role in this respect is to give 
impetus to the utilization of this favorable climate 
to attract technical know-how and capital from 
abroad.” 


A free 12-page brochure detailing IMDBI’s invest- 
ment criteria and the distribution of its stock among 
Iranian, U.S. and Western European investors is 
available from Chase. 


Cyanamid International 


The first automatically operated antibiotics plant in 
lran was established with the cooperation of Cyana- 
mid International in an “international technical as- 
sistance program typical of the U.S. pharmaceutical 
industry.” About five years ago, Cyanamid was asked 
by its distributor of drugs in Iran, the Khosrowshahi 
family, to serve as consultant in designing and equip- 
ping the Tolid Daru plant. 

“Consultation was provided on a personal, unpub- 
licized basis—creating the greatest good-will with a 


minimum of red tape.” The 23-year-old son of the 
family, Asghar Khosrowshahi, spent a summer at 
Cyanamid laboratories in Princeton, New Jersey, and 
Pearl River, New York, where he became familiar 
with U.S. drug manufacturing methods. He also 
observed the operations of such employee services as 
worker dining rooms and transportation, which, as 
plant manager in Teheran, he has adapted to local 
conditions. A Cyanamid specialist in antibiotic pack- 
aging was sent to Iran for several months to help 
set up an assembly line and to train 40 Iranian tech- 
nicians. 

The Tolid Daru plant, which has been turning out 
about 20,000 vials of penicillin daily since its open- 
ing in 1958, now represents “a vital link in Iranian 
health services.” 


Fairbanks Whitney Corporation 


A project for the desalting of water, sponsored jointly 
by the Israeli Government and the Fairbanks Whit- 
ney Corporation, offers “the possibility of improving 
conditions of mankind throughout the world” and 
“should open many thousands of square miles of arid 
land to civilization and habitation.” The new secret 
freezing process, expected to mass-produce fresh wa- 
ter from sea water at a reasonable cost for the first 
time, is the invention of an Israeli scientist, Dr. Alex- 
ander Zarchin. 

Two years ago, the Israeli Ministry of Develop- 
ment invested 15% of its total research budget in 
Zarchin’s experiments, and work on a pilot project 
began. Hearing of its success, Fairbanks Whitney’s 
president flew to Israel to buy a license entitling him 
to manufacture the plants in the U.S. The Govern- 
ment, in need of funds, invited the company to be- 
come its partner. Executives and engineers of the 
firm and its subsidiary, Fairbanks, Morse and Com- 
pany, examined the project and became convinced 
that the process was “the first practical breakthrough 
against the increasingly urgent problem of potable 
water shortage on our planet.” 

The pilot project will be supplemented next year 
by a full-scale production plant. Three Fairbanks 
Morse engineers in Israel have designed special com- 
ponent machinery to be supplied by the company. 
If the plant meets the expectations of the company, 
it will produce fresh water at 40 cents per 1,000 gal- 
lons and will prove to be “the process that scientists 
acknowledge could have a greater impact on the world 
than atomic energy.”

First National City Bank of New York 


Middle Eastern bankers are among those participat- 
ing in foreign trainee programs operated by the Bank, 
both for its overseas branch employees and for other 
foreign bankers. Staff members of Bank branches in 
Beirut, Lebanon, Jeddah, Saudi Arabia, and Cairo, 
United Arab Republic, are eligible for Travel Awards 
granted by the National City Foundation. The awards 
provide for visits to the U.S. to observe Head Office 
operations and to tour U.S. industries which are 
clients of the Bank. 

Participating in the Bank’s Overseas Guest Observ- 
er Program are bankers from Iran, Iraq, Lebanon 
and the United Arab Republic, who come to the U.S. 
as guests of industrial groups, the government, un- 
ions, foundations, Chambers of Commerce and other 
banks. They are mainly young men, averaging 28 
years of age, who spend from three to six months 
at main and branch offices in New York in a training 
program accenting the particular phase of banking 
or finance in which they plan to specialize. 


Pfizer International 


A Turkish Government project to improve the quality 
and quantity of food production has enlisted the 
cooperative aid of Chas. Phzer and Company, a U. S. 
chemical and pharmaceutical firm, and Heifer Proj- 
ect, an American voluntary organization that sends 
livestock and poultry to agriculturally developing 
countries. 

In order to improve the country’s beef and milk 
production, and to help it save the foreign exchange 
that would have been spent for imports, Heifer Proj- 
ect has for several years been sending young cattle 
to the Ataturk Orman Ciftligi Farm, a government 
experimental station near Ankara. In 1958, Pfizer 
donated antibiotics and other animal health products 
to accompany that year’s shipment of heifers. Later in 
the year, Pfizer formed a company with Turkish part- 
ners and opened a pharmaceutical plant outside Istan- 
bul. To supplement Pfizer's 1959 shipment of animal 
health supplies, the company’s Turkish affiliate in- 
augurated a continuing cooperative program with the 
Farm's manager to improve nutrition by experiment- 
ing with supplements in the animals’ food. It is hoped 
that the results will improve milk quality and increase 
the yield of meat. 

Since the Farm is conducting a national livestock 
improvement program, the experiments’ results are 
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expected to spread to villages throughout Turkey. 
Bulls are being crossbred with the villagers’ native 
stock, while some of the newborn heifers are being 
given free to refugees and other needy village people, 
who will receive training in their handling, feeding 
and breeding. A portion of the milk produced at the 
Farm is donated to needy children and expectant 
mothers who cannot afford to buy it. UNICEF, a 
fourth cooperator in this joint project, is processing 
the milk at its dairy plant in Ankara. 


Westinghouse Electric International 


“Recognizing the need for trained engineers to meet 
the demands created by the rapid development of 
world-wide industrialization,” Westinghouse conducts 
a Foreign Graduate Student Course for beginning and 
practicing engineers in preparation for an assignment 
with foreign distributors or licensee manufacturers of 
the company. Since 1938, some 350 international en- 
gineering students “have taken vast amounts of tech- 
nical knowledge and know-how back to 44 countries 
throughout the world,” including Turkey, the United 
Arab Republic, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, Israel and Iran. 

Currently averaging 20 a year, students participate 
in individually arranged training programs at the 
graduate level to acquaint them with the engineering 
principles of electrical equipment, design, manufac- 
ure and application. Many of them also receive spe- 
cialized training to prepare them to serve as technical 
consultants with their governments.

Chamber of Commerce and Industry 


‘The only organization which provides American and
